[ know, is their Performance ; but, I confefs I chink 
the Manner in which Capt. Vinegar has recommended 
ir to the World is very exceptionable. He firft fa:s, 
that it is a Piece perfectly Moral, founded upon one 
of the noble Characters, and turning on ene of the 
moft interefting Periods is thé whole Englifb Seory :
